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PREFACE 


Tills Volume (XIH) of Imcriptions (T«xte) foUows the same plan 

tts that of its predecessor (VoU XH, The Palla^'aa). It ^utains the Ta^l inscriptions 
of the Chola kings calling tliemselvesimerely by the title of Bajal^nvarmait, 
These inseriptions have been arranged in the order of the regnal years quoted m each 
inscription, irrespective of the identity of the kings who issued them. The ^c^ted 
epigraphs and those of which the date portions are damaged or no longer legible have 
been relegated to the end. In his introdnetory remarks, prefixed to the text of ^ch 
record, as well as in his general Introduction to the volume, the editor tned to 
assign them to particular kings of the dynasty, giving reasons for doing so. U la hoj^d 
that the volume wiU be found useful to students of South^Indian History, Epigraphy 

and Tamil language.

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INTRODUCTFON 

Tlif* CliSlft kingH ffho floiiriaJied betTse^ji the fltb aad 13tb wmturita A.D. adapted 
the titles ItajakemrivarTmin and P&mkeitanvannan alternately in tlieir insenptionB. 
The early kiiiga of the d>TiA«ty, fx-om VijaySlaya onwards up to Riijaraja 1. often ui<ed 

titles excluBively without mentioning their proper names and this practice 
continued to some extent even after Rajar&ja L 

In the following pages are published 355 inscriptions of kings bearing the title 
Sajakemrivarman copied by the Epigraph ioal Department from 1904 to 1935, Tlie 
epigraphs have been arranged according to the regnal years of the king given in each, 
and hea«^ this arrnngement does not allow of their bfdiig si>ecilicatly gnmpcd undor 
each king. It is necessary to study the records closely to identify the tlifferent kings 
bearixig this title with the help of intomal ovidenoe like the detaila of date where they 
avv given, the method of writing and phraseology adopted in each and the occurrence 
in them of aaraea of feudatory chiefs, offiwTa or other persons. Accuracy of readings 
for this purpose is wry important and this could be secured in the case of many of the 
in'^criptions only by conatont reference to the original facsimiles, in the course of revis¬ 
ing the proofs. ' I wish to txxke this opportunity to express my gratitude to the Govern- 
uaent. Epigraphist for IntUa who readily sup])lied me with these impreasions whenever 
required and also asalsted me otherwisx^ in the preparation of this tmlume. 

Most of the records in this publication have thus been assigned to kings Aditya I. 
GapdararUtya, Parantakft LI Suwlara-Chola, R&jarfija I and to kings Kulottunga I and 
Kuldttunga 11. It has not been possible in faxme cases to refer the inscriptions 
doiiiutely to any king in particular. Nevertlidese, as reflecting the social, political 
economic and religious life of South Ixidia in ancient times, a collective study of the 
ntatorial contained in this volume wdl be found useful to students of history and 
litcniture- 

2. Aditya I: About fifty inscriptions have been ascribed to Aditya I, and these 
ftw found rb'stributed in the districts of Tanjore, Tiruchireppalli (including the former 
Pn<lukkotts-i State), South and North Arcot and Chingleput. It is kno\ra that 
Atlit yv conwilidatcd tho conquests of his father Vtjayfilaya and extended his doniinion 
b>^ ftirther contpiests. Vestiges of the displaced powers generally contimie to lingtw 
in such regions for some time and consequenily these find menlion in several of his 
records. A ftagmentary inscription from Tfrtmeduhgalnm in the TinicbimppalH 
District (No. 335) from which the date has been loat, refers to a prerious gift of money 
axade to the f emplu by Paiidya Varaguna-Mhh&raia, which was now confirmed by the 

of the place by the assignment of a tax-free land for that amount.

(rf) Murpidugu-chaturvodianiiigalam near TiruiUAlavfidi (No. 324) ; (c) Videlvxdugu- 
duiiurvctlinuingalam of wldcb Timvilakku^i formed a (No. 346) ; (/) NityavinlU- 
mahgalam (No. 325) near Ulgudi ; asid (j?) ApaTaiita-chaturvcdlmatigalani, the same m 
Takkolani (No. 2'J4). 

3. Erahmado&m in the North Areot District is mentioned in two iixscriptidns 
(Nos, 292 And 322) under the luxmo Riijanmlla-cixaturvGdmiflngalnm, evideutly after 
one of the Weatem Ganga kings named Rachamalla who must have been ruling ia 
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tlieso piiirts, evfdcnt'wl by liis iiuicnptioii No. 6 of 1S9G at Vallinuilai. A Western 
subordinate of Aditya in thesemo' diet r: tit'n'as Gadgatn^rtl^da >^ciniblyati 
Pfithivi-Gaiigaraiyar, son of >tth&deva the* cliief of Pangalii-nar.lu who tiguroa as the* 
donor of an omamant to the gejd at Timppalanam in t ho I’anjorn Diatrirt (No. 3J9). 
Ha hii3 boon snTmised to be a brother of Aiivin KaJlarusi aline S<:mbiyau lihuvani 
(or P|ithiTi),-Ga.ngar»i 3 'nr also u sent of Maliadeva tignring in the reign of Parantakn I 
{J'LE.E. 193i, n, 8). Another chief who is already well-known to u» hr llie reripient 
of certain hononra at the hands of Adityi* and ids Chera ally Sthaj^u-Ravi was 
Viklti-Ani^n whose wife KadainbamMevf is staled to have mafle a gift of a 
hundred sheep for burning a hunp in the terapb at TiJlaislhftjuini (No. 337). 

f- No. 288 from Kudimiyitinalai nientions two local chiefs by iiiime Penimbidugu- 
Muttaniiyar and Miittamiyar Nambi Slattatongalfir, l>oth evidently cloiW! relations 
of each other. Nnhgaiyilr Naiigai DaySnidhiyAr, the wife of the former, is said to have 
made a gift of a lamp to tjie teotpleon b<*Iiaif of Nangtii VikrainekesariyAr, the daughter 
of the latter. Perrhaps of the same family and haWng jurisdielion over a tract of 
Bamtuiathapnnim was ^lArpidugii Tinikkottiyiiifcalvan IMAkSilan Aiuii-ndaiyan 
(No, 290) who fignrt's as a donor to the temple at I’-'nippaknaiii in tile 22nd year of 
the king's reign. 

Other subordinates of Aditya may also be ment ioned. The nameB of Vaytra- 
mi^n Pidaran of W-nnilyil in MjsehgiU-nadu, the donor of a meeting hall [antbalam) 
at Sendahu (No, 187) and Nripatithgamangala-Peraraiyar whose son Nambi Mullsnarwas 
the donor of a land aae/tp»//t at Nerkimratn (No. 308) are both reinmiflts.-ut of offices 
under the Pallavas. Two other persons who were perhaps new recipients of similar 
offices tuuler Aditya liiinself were Sembiyan ^lalanattuvejan aline Korran Mamn of 
Kaikalur in KilaJkunivmlam (No. 313) and Sembiyan Arkkattnvel^ tdiae Mara van 
Nakkan the headman of Puriiai in Parivan^ttumi of ATkattii-kurram (No. 315), 
The latter’s son evidently was Nakkan Singan tin* headman of Purf&ii who endowed 
some land to the temple at Ttnimalav^di {No, 3^). 

G. Inscriptions of Aditya in this volume give the names of two of hts gueons. One 
of thent Vayiri Akkan aliae Tribhuvananiiideviyar f he donor of a lamp to the temple 
at Tinichf'hatturai (No, 351) is said to have been the daughter of Kadupattigal Tamar* 
metiiyar, who seems lo liave been a member of the Pallava fanuly and who also maiie 
a similar gift to the temple at Timppalonam (No. 3414). The other queen figures in 
an imeription from Tinimalavfidi (N(>. 323) w'hlch reiiords the gift of a lamp 
by Dfingbn Piehchi wlio is called the Senior queen of Sdlapt'mm&uilr and tlm 
daugliter of Vallavataiyar. This Solapemm^ar has been identilied witli Rajaraja 1 
(A/.&'.ff, for 1920, II, 10). TJie epigraph is dated in the 27th year of the king, and 
one would esipt'ot to find in such a late record the charaoteristie htwlorical mf,rodiielion 
of Raiaraja beginning with Tinimagatpdla, etc., and also prominent mention being 
made of the king’s elder sister Knndavaiyar the wife of Valhivamiyar Vandyade^nr, 
Both thesf arc absent ‘ii this in^eriptmn, and htmeo we may not 1 m* wrong in assigning 
the record to Adilya in whose 27th year tlie details of the date workout for A.D. 897 
Ofrtobtw 15. The VaUavaraiyar nientionctl in this recorrl miglit mfer to the Bashtra* 
kuta king of the period (/iTp. Vol. XXVf. p. 233), mid it is ptisaible that Aditya 
-whij had extended his conquests into the West migiit Iiave contracted marriage alUanoe 
with that family. The offspring of this marriage was iKJssibly prince Kiiimaradeva 
Fetcrred t-o in No, 321 from the bouth Ariol District, the same as Adittan Nanmiran 
figuring as donor in a record at TilbisthanaDi {MJJM. 1895, p. ,'3) and an othera itM* 
unknown brother of Parantaka I.

Bcfikles tht* two queffiw nienuomMl aJjove, tb« king hftd aiao » niistreea {bh^hjdr) 
named Nangai S&ttaporumjijilu’ who endowed 30 kalahj^ each to th© teniplae at 
TintppunduruUi and Tilbisthanam for bundhg a perpetual lamp ihertim (Noe. 210 
find 247}. 

(i. TiniYoniinbur intlieXimeliirappalli District which was also known in its iiiBorip' 
tions as Srlkantlm-ehatun'^edimangalam is said lo have been situated in Kaviramadn 
(No. 1156). The presiding deity at this place is called in all its epigraphs by the name 
Tenkayilayattn-Mahadeva or Tirumalaimel-Mahfidcva except in one solitai^' record 
(No, 3S7) dated in the lOtii year of Rajakesarivarman, wbem it is stated that one 
Tattan Sendi the wnfe of Igityan Narayanan Nakkan of Tiinmigiidi, a member of the 
dlungaistam of grikantha-chatTirvediinangalaiii, made an ondowTiient of a taxTree land 
provide for a lamp and for ofR^rlngs to the (image of) god Tlrukkoyitdeva set up 
by her in * the temple of Aditta-BhattATaka on the hill.* The wording in the record 
clearly indicates that the refetEnoe is not to Sun.god but to the nmin deity only w bo 
should have beeii so called after king Aditya . In atcordanc© with the statement in 
the Anbil Plates that Aditya caused to be built to Siva rows i;f tall stone tomples on 
both banks of the Kaveri, the temple on the rocky hillock here seems to owe its origiti 
to this kbig aiwl it should have eome into existence before his 4th year of reign, which 
is the earliest date for his inscriptions fotmd on its walla (No. SB), 

The construotiou of a drlvittidna to Ih© lemple by a chief named Sembiyan- 
VerUvelan is mentioned in other inscriptions of the place dated in the reign of a Baja- 
kesarivannan, and it has been sbow-n in the body of the voinnie that they shoiUd 
nil Iw referred to the time of RAjaraja I. 

7. Gandar^tya : It is rather diffi,eu]t to ascribe clearly tho inscriptions aubseqnent 
to Aditya betwx^en (5ati^rilditya and Stindarfi.-Ch6]a. as the interi^al between these 
two kings is too short for any palaeographical differentiation. The only sure guide 
is the details of flat© ^ven in some records, 

No. 117 from Palur near Tirueliirappalli is dated in the flth year of Rajakesiirl< 
variuau. The mention of a lunar eclipse in the montli of Kenya enables us to fix 
the year as A.D. 9.’>4 or 955 in both of wliich there was a luair eclipse, one on September 
15 and the other on September 4, and which may correspond to the 5lli year of 
Gaijdaraditya. It records an endowTuent of land to a temple at Tinippaluvur by 
Mnhimalaya Irukkuvel ulias Parantakan Vlraiblan. The same person is mentioned 
in No. 23 from Kudimiyamalai near Pudnkkot^i, dated in the 3rd year of the king, 
wherein a cavalier of his by name Sandaiyan figures ns a donor of some cows to the 
temple. Irukkuvel or I|angovel was a title assumed by the clucfe of Kodiimbiliir 
who, like the Muttaraiyars of Tanjore, were suboniinates of the Chains smc<» the time 
of Aditya I and throughout Parantaka Ps reign (see c.g.. Nos. 258, 316, 318 and 358 
of 1903), bat it is hard to fix up their gcneiilogy with the available maUTuit. Sfahi* 
inalaya should have l)eoii a mcml>er of this dynasty of chiefs. 

In tho temple at Uraiyilr near Tint chi r&pimlli is on inscription of the 3rd ye^ar 
of the king (No, 36) which rec^irda an endowment of land by one Klrttimartt&n^ 
Brahniwlhar&jan Ktifijaramallan. He is different from hi» namesake mentiimed in 
a record of RAjarAja I at Tiruvaltam (6*././. Vol. Ill, No, 59). It menijona 
two fields called KuAjaranwIlan-vayakkal and VeUtulablilma-vayakkaJ. The wording 
in the inscription suggests that they might both liave been called after the tlonor 
himself. It has l>oen suggested in the note to that inscription that VcffculabkhiM 
might have been a Ut)© of Parfmtaka 1. The king bad also the binida Kutijaramaliu 
among his several titles {SJ.1., Vol, 111, In,, p, 14). 
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8. Three inscriptions of RajAkestin, all referable to Gan^Sditya, mention groups 
of regiments called the VtraiolaAennja-KMkkolnr ^Xo. 45), tlie Sarnimiesari-tirifija- 
KaikkS^r and the FijtrftWkWjAjW'tenftJa-A'aiAri^lar (Nos. 47 and 48) naniod after 
the til lea, evidently of Paraaitaka t. No. 46 from Kumbakotjam rofere to the 7*«K^tp- 
pwjtaiyar. This inijcriptioa, wiiioh ia datimged, aeeiiia to conuun some valuahlo infor- 
niation corroborating the other accoTinta of Parintaka’s conquest of aiaduiai and 
Ceylon, but the details are lost. The mulapariiktd of Tinikkudamukkil w'ho got tlie 
viiftge Ariialur as abh^ihekadukshi^ai on I he oceosion of the king’s corenalion are 
said to have been levied aii impost of 3,«00 kdaiiju of gold in the SSth year of the 
king for the maintenance of the Pa^rppadai^r who ivere possibly priuf.'iiers of war(?) 
stationed in their village. The assembly had to make good tins uiuoiml in the reign 
of his auccoasor partly by the sain of 10 wh* of land to tlw? two touiples of Tinikkft- 
kStt^ttn-Paramasvamin and .lala&iyaiia. 

9. Gapdaraditya seenis to have been assisted in the admiiustrution of bis kingdom 
by his younger brother ArikulakSsari or Arifijaya before ho was succeeded by him to 
the throne*, as evidenced by two inscriptions from Tiruppalatturai both dated in the 
8Lh year of his reign (Nos. 177 and ISi). These tiave been already published in SJJ,, 
Vol. Ill (Nos. Ill and 112). They register endowments of land to tbo temple at 
Tiruppamimbudur by Tsppiidarma Pallavaraiyau alias Kilmandur Paruvur, an 
officer holding the high rank of perand-orain in the service of prince Arikiilakesarideva. 
It is possible that the donor Is identical with Paluvettamiyan Kodapdan Tappildharman 
figurmg in No, 609 of 1S)20 from Udaiyargudi in the 2nd year of Parakesarivarman 
(the game os Arinjaya ?) as the donor of a lamp to the temple. 

From No, 126 from Tiruchohattnrai dated in the 5th year of Rajak^rivarmon 
who mav he identified with (jatjdaradityn, wo learn that a lamp was endowed to the 
temple at tliat place by one Veian TimvopgSdadigal of Pidavur who is Bidd to ha^ e 
gut the title Mumndappid^mir-tKlan from the reigning king, and that he w*aa n chief 
whosf* fame was weli'establishfid. 

1(K ParSntaka n Sundara Ch51a : Abtmt sixty inacriptions in this collection arc 
as-signiibie to Sundani^Chohi, No. 130 from Kaveripiikkam in the North Aroot Dis¬ 
trict which is Hated in the 6th year of Kajakesarivarman, regiabers an cndowincnt of 
bmp made by a merchant residing at Kirttimartta^da-Kabplri^lyain in Siru-Tiniiri- 
nadu of Paduvur-kottam, to the temple of Kiri tiinilrttapda-lCabp[riyadcvu]. Mr. Ven- 
kayya has surmifsed that the tenxplc might be the same as the one dedicated to Kala- 
priya inentionwl in the Korhatl Plates of Rasbtiak&ts Krishpa III aa having ix'en liuilt 
among others by that king iM.EJL 1906, It, 20). It is not clear whether the god 
refeiTcd to was Siva or Viahim, but the inBcription is now found on the walls of a 
Viflhnn tomple and I^veripprikkaiualsii. where this temple is sitmited, is known in all 
the inscriptions of the plaw by the name Kavidippakkoni only. 

The KodumbSlftr chiefs who were briefly referred to above under Gaiujbraditya 
were robted to the ilholas by ties of otarriage, and also pliiycd im important part in 
the tnilitarv campaigns of their overlords. They figure prominently in a few records 
of the reign of Sinidare-Chola, Nos. 9, 84 and 85, all from Tinivifialur, register cjidow- 
mciiis of land and money U» the tempfo in the early years of the king’s rub by Piranta- 
tati LningoUin fif/as Sriyavolar of Koduuibajur the same ag Pirantakan liJiriyavc|Ar 
aZt-jM Trt ^Hfkft re.vUppichchao, the general of Parantakii 11 (A.R. No. 231 of 1*.K)8J who 
is said to have lost his life in battle in Ceylon in the 0th year of the king’s reign (5././., 
Vol. LU, p* 255), Tliis ia difTorent from the Tirukkaj^lippichchan the donor of 
a mnnbor of ondowments to the temple at Tiruvaduiurai in the reign of Parfintaka I 
(J|f.Ar.R. 1023, II, pp, SO-81). 
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No. 233 from TillAisthfinam dated in the ISth year of Rajakeearivanuan (Simdara- 
Chdla) records a gift of 25 kaljailju, of gold each by Tcmmvaii Piridimara&in alias 
Katti'Oiriyiiran and Varaguija-Pcrumanar, tho wife of ParantakaJnmgovelar, for 
burning U'o perpetual lamps in tho temple. It is e\ddently the fatter who figures 
itt another inscription dated in the eaiiie year (No. 240) irom L&lgiidi. whore she is 
referred to as the sister of the Choja king. As regards tixe former wo may identify 
liirn with the chief Kollimalavan Orriyuran Piradigandavarman (also called Sundara- 
TOlan) who issued the two copper-plate grants Nos. 10 and 11 of 1913-14 in one of 
wiiich, dated in the lOih year of Rajakesarivartaan. it is stated that he dug a well 
for god Ttnikkarralt-Paramo^vara at Tudiyiir to quench the thirst of his father who 
died at llum 1914. U. 15 and S././.. ToL HI. pp. 476--9}, Considering the 

fact that "he made a gift to the Tillaiathanam temple jointly with Varagu^ta-Pemmanar 
we may conclude that he was the son of Parantakan-Irungovelar (or Siriyuvelar) by 
this Chota princess, and that he had been given the chieftainship of a na4u round 
about TuSiyiir by the king. It may also be mentioned in this connection that tho 
Riijakessuivamian in whose reign these copper-plate grants were issued is more 
likely to be identical with Sundara-Chola tlian udth Rajar&ja I as has been supposed 
in the volumes quoted alwve. 

Besides Varagupu-Peniraanar, another wife of SiriyaveSar by name RajadiclichJ is 
uitroduced to us in No, 240 from Tiruikalittattai dated in the 14th year of the kii^. 
She is stated to have made a gift of 25 I^kkd^u for a perpetual lamp in the temple in 
the company of Kunjammalli who is called the daughter of Siriyave|&r, and who 
donated an equal amount for another lamp. 

11. Tlie Cbola expedition to Ceylon also finds mention in a record from Tinmgged- 
vaniin (No. 1»7). Ti<e two Sanskrit verses with which the inscription opens are 
unfortunately damaged, but with the help of these and the Tamil portion of the record 
we.caii make out tliat Princess Arinjigai-Piratri the daughter of Arikuhikesari 'and 
hence asiotb. r aiater of Simdara-Chola) who was married to a Baijia chief, set up an image 
of (a deity called) Amarasundaradova in the temple and made provision for offerings 
and worship to that imago. Tliis waa very probiibly in memory of her husband who 
fell fighting along with the Kodiunbalur general Parantakan Siriyaveiar on the battle 
field in Ceylon, since the Sanskrit portion mentions Siihbala and refers to some 
heroic fight which ‘ the ornament of tho Bali family via., her hu-sband. the Bo^ 
ehief, put up against his enemies. 

12. A dynasty of chiefs known as the Pa.luv®||aTalyar figures largely in the mscrip- 
tions copied at Klla-Pal«ivur and .MC4a-Palavur in the Tiruehcbirappalli District. 
They seem, to have Iveld positions of power and influence under the Cholaa from the 
time of Parantaka I and to have been rehited to the royal family by marriage. We 
find it mentioned in A.R. No. 231 of 1926 dated in the 12th year of Parent aka, that 
Paluvcttaraiyar Kaijdan Annidanar fought, on Imhalf of his Chola overlord, a vic¬ 
torious battle at VcUur against the forces of the Paijdya king onrl his Ceylonese ally, 
iii winch the Patjdya lost his life. To commemorate tliis success the Commander 
Nakkap Sftttan of Paradur made a gift of a perpetual lamp to the temple of Tiru- 

valixndurjvi’Mahadeva at Biru-Puluviir.

It is perhaps thia Amudan&i' who is referred to in the Aubil Plates <if Sundnra-' 
Chola as a Kcruja prince whoso daughter was married to Parantaka 1 and Ixire him 
prince Ariiijaya (iJp. Ind., Vol. XV, p. 50). By ‘ Kerala prince ' should be meant a 
relation of the Cliera king, since we know that the Cbera eon te mporary of Partuiiaka I 
SIX—D. 
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was Vijayaroghavadeva No, 169 of 1912), the probable sueceMor of Sth&mi- 

Bavj the friend and ally of AcUtya I {S.fJ,, Vol, III» No. 89). He must, have taken 
sorvico under the Chola like the Komla geiicirat Volte nkutuaran under prUiee RiljiUlitVtt 
{A.R. No. 739 of 1905}^ and tiia help to Par^taka might have been suit ably recognised 
by the kijig by the grant of chietehip over a large tract, ofjajid. Tappildarma 
Pallavamiyan to whom wo were mtT^xluced on p. IV ns the ptiruTidamm of Arlfijaya 
oalJ^ himself a Paluve^^nayan. 

Adescejidantiif Kapdan Amudanar—probably his son—was Paluvettamiyar Mara- 
van Kapdanar who finds prominent mention in the records of Sundara-Chola and Ins 
sutK-essor Uttama^Ghola. He is represented in this volume by five inscriptions dated 
between the 10th and 13th years of the reign of the formen Nos. 208, 216 ajtd 344 
state that with the penuiasion of this chief, the Naguratfdr, the {IWapatti-Cf^Ut^al 
and the authorities of the two temples at Paluviir had it engraved on stone that the 
ttiaiprupddu taxes payable by them were to bs on the same lines os at Nandipuram. 
It is of interest to note here that the rules obtaining at Nandiput'am wcti? regarded as 
model lor some other villages also. An instance of this Is to be found in C.P. No, 10 
of 1913-14 referred to in para. 10 above, wJicrcin Malavarasyan Simdara^dlan, the 
same as Kolli-Malavari Orriyiiran is stated to haw ordered the adoption of the rate 
prevailing at Nandipumm in collecting the taxes on honso-sitea, etc , in hte region. 
No. 236 rogifltijre an assignment of 24 felt of land at Paiiinguinoi on permanent 
leas t*> a private individual with certain obligations to the temple, under the 
orders of the same Paluve^^araiyar Moj^van Kairjdai^, thus refl ecting the chiefs 
high estate. 

13. No, 225 from Fdaiyaigudi which is dated in the 12th yearofthc king records 
an endowment of two plots of land, one by Adittan KodaippirattiyirT the queen of 
Ariftjigai-Panmar * who died at Anrur ’ and the other by Udaiyapir^ttiyar Viman 
Kundavaiyaranother queen, for providing water for the sitcred bath f>f the deity 
and for offerings. No. 224 from the same place records another gift by the iat'ter 
queen who is called the mother of Arifijlya-PlrantakadSvar by which is en'dently 
meant Parfintaka 11 Sunctera>(3ibte. This is at vorianifc w'ith the statement in tiie 
Anbil Plates of Smidara-Chola that, he (Parantaka IT) was llie son of Arifijaya by a 
Vaidumbn princess named Kalyiuii, unlcsa we identify this lady with Viman Knndavai- 
yir herfiolf; or, she might be a step mother of Paritnlaka II, Vtnian Kundavaiyar again 
figures in the Uth year of the king (No. 249) as a donor to ibe temple at Tiruvi^lfir, 
and in No. 271 from the same place dried in the 17tb year of the ting she is referred 
to as the Queen Dou'ager(?) (Punjodeviydr). 

14, An inscription from Koyil-Tevariyanpettai dated in the 14tli year of the king 
(No. 250) provides an interesting example of the encouragciaent given to learning in 
ancient times. It registers an endowment of 20 kttruMam made by one Biiradayan 
(Bhiirndvajan) SendafnJ XakkapiiAn*Bhatta Sarvakratuyaji (the same an S^da 
Nakkan of No. 169 of the king’s 7th year) of Krirmmangtdam, w ho triipulatcd that 
the aura of 3 kdia accruing from the amount as interest every year should be given as a 
prMte to the Ijcat of the conipctifors (excluding the successful candidates of (be pn^vioua 
years) who recited pFc«cribwl portions of Jaijnimi/a-SdnutVEda before the deity on the 
night of Tiruvatlirai in Milrgaii month, evidently as pari of the festival in the temple. 

Similar examples of enconragi-jiuent to luarning aro provided in Nos. 17(i und 
342 both of the time of Rajaraja I. The former registers several gifts to the temple 
including an endowment to two peraons reciting the Tiruppadiyain and another to 26 
Brahmins who were to recito TuhmHm-Sdimveda, Tattfiriya-Vida and Chhdnddgyu^ 


Sdmiveda before god m the temple at Kuttalnm (Tanjore) built by Scmbiyan- 
MahSdeirjf the mother of UttauiQ-Choja. Tlie latter record nientiona am eadowment 
made as for the (daily) reading of the Mahdbkdmta in the temple. 

The latest date known for Parantaka II is the 17th year of his reign, Sbs. 277 
anti 278 front Kojil-Tevarayanpettai (Tanjore District) and No. 281-A i'roni ChintSjoiam 
(Chingloput) all dated in this year give the appt^llation Mttdiraikonda to the king. The 
first of these refers to gifts made previously to tile temple bi the 13tl), 14th, 15th and 
17th years of tlie king, and (curiously) to one made in the 1 9th year also which is 
evidently a mistake for some other date, The lost inscription is important as 
indicating the northemjnoHt limit of tlie Ch6]a kingdom at this period, Chintamani 
which is called by the name Tinippagavanrurai in the record is said to be as sacred 
a pla<ie on the east coast us Gokarpum is on the west 

15. R^jar&ja 1 t More than 50 inscriptions in this volume may be referred to H&ja- 

raja 1. They range up to the 22nd year of his reign, though it is nither p: culiw that 
they do not begin with his famous histerica] introduction Tirmnagalpola, etc,, which w'e 
find generally in Ids records later than his eighth year. In about ten of them, all from the 
Tanjore District, we find promineut mention of Sembiyan-(orPiTSntakap-/Madeviyar, 
the mother of Uttama-ChSla, as the donor of rich eudow'ments to the temples including 
those for the supply of water from the river for the sacred bath of the deities on ^^ank’ 
rdrUi days. One such inscription is No, 144 from Tintvenkadu which gives tt constjU- 
dnted list of all the gifts made to the temple at t hat place up to the 6th year of the king 
by tills lady ami by other members of the royal family at different times, Thus gifts 
made in the second year of Qaipdarfiditya Miimniudi-Chola by the queen ; in the 
4th year of Parakcs^iri (Ultama*Chdia) by liorself and by a certain Koyijrpillaiyfir; in 
the 10th and llth years of Parakcsari Uttama-CJhoja by the king himself i in the third 
year of Eijakesari (Bajaraja) by f5cmbiyaij-MiihAdcvi and by SombbaiyAr Tribhui'ana- 
MahatleviySr, a queen of Uttama-Cliola ; ami lastly in the sixth year (of Efljaraja I) by 
Sembiyan-l^Ialiadcvi are all mixed up together and consoli^lated for record. It is 
of interest to find included at the end of the juacription a gift made by this queen for 
the merit of her servant llaichchiyan Malapa^i- 

A visit paid by queen Paflchavanmadeviyar to the temple at Tiruvidaimarudur 
in t!ve fifth year of the Idog finds mention in No, 133 which states that the occasion was 
marked by a gift, of land made by her for the upkeep of a gardener looking after the 
chatnpaka garden which had been presented by Sembiyan-Mtihaclovi. 

16, The present village of Olagapurain in t he South Arcot District evidently derives 
ita naEiio ftom LoknmaMdevi a queen of Rajaraja I. Probably in the wake of its 
foundation w'aa also built the Si’i'u temple w’hicii is now in ruins. For we leam from 
No, 54 dated in the tliird year of Bajaraja tliat AiubaIavanGaijdarftdittan4T, a peru.t»- 
(lorownioblojiian of the king, erected a stone temple to Srikay ilayattU'PammasvaKii 
at Ulogamaclevipuram, a teniytiritt Oyma-niidu, and made a gift of abcep for burning a 
lamp in. the temple. In nn(>thcr inseriplaon fkjm Ihe same place dated in the 7th year 
of the king (No. 167) this ctiiof figiur's again as the donor of a fiower-garden to the 
temple. He is herein called Gaiigau Ambalii^mn Gandaraditta-Viluiiparaiyan of 
Kuval3,lani (Kolar) in tlie Gauga 6,{>00 province. His full naiue is given as Gaiigan 
Amb-alavan Ganda,Tadittan aUfts Mummudi^ola-Vilupparniyun in No, 61 oi the king’s 
3rd year from Udaiyargudi, winch states that 19 vefr of hmd was endowed to the temple 
in liis name for the daily feeding of 56 Bralnmns in the temple. 
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Another officer or chief who ie said to have belonged to the psr\md<iram of Mum- 
nmdi'Cliola (Bajaraja I) and who hailed from Kuvaj&lam ivaa Ambalavan PaluTur- 
nakkan tdiaa Vikramu^ota'Alaliilr&jan. He hullL of stone the of the temple 

at Goviudaputtur and endowed land for worship therein in the 3rd year of the king 
(No, 76). This chief figures largely in the reign of Uttania*Ch 6 ia under this title. In 
a record from the »tmc place dated 2 years later (No. 124) he is mentioned with the 
tit le Ra jar&ja - Pa I la varaiyan. 

17. The chiefs of the PaiB?l$faralyar family who figured in the inscriptions of 
Smidara^CThola are mentioned in the records of this reign also, whorolii they are refer¬ 
red to in terms of respect i mpl^ing the high jmsition tliey were still holding. Nos, 08 and 
171, dated in iiie 4 th and 7th 3 ^eara of the king and No. 208 of the 22nd 3 'car mention res- 
peotivcly Paluvettaraiyar Kandan Mamvan and Paluvetteraiyar Kuummn Mara van. 
It is not clear whether the two names refer to one and the same person, or to father and 
son, whi<-h seems more probable. From No. 08 we Icam that Kapdan Ataravan had 
founded the temple of Tiruttdttam-U^iy'ar at Mannuppenunpaluvur in Kunrak- 
kunam, and that he gave all the right of a'oiship therein to a resident of Timchchi- 
ruvajandai on the representat ion of tho supervisor of llie temple, while he was staying at 
Scinapnram in Malaclu. No. 208 says that under orders of Kuraarap Moravan a certain 
Vadugun Madliavan of Poj’gaikkumvi^m reclaimed a portion of dimdana land at 
Cragankufh and gave it to the temple of Avanjgan<lharva-l 6 vaTagarattu*Mahodeva. 

Still another member of the Paluvettarai^’ar family besides Kumaran Mamvan men¬ 
tioned above—^if not identical with him — was Palave^^raij^ar Kumaran Kandan figur¬ 
ing in No. 385. By a slight misintcipretation in the text of this record the eiiief has l^n 
taken to be s<m of PagaivitJai-ISvarattn-Devanar, whereas the laitoFs sou was correct Jj* 
Nakkan Pudi, who luider orders of Kumnran Kapdan brought some fiillow lands at 
Oragankudi under cultivation and presented them to the temple for the maintenance 
of two lamps. Two daughters of this DevauAr of PaluvQr are also known, one of 
them being Nakkan Akkaranangai who w'ss married to a Chera prince (No. 153) and 
the other, Nakkan Pahehavanmadevi, a queen of Rajaraja I ( No, 386 of 1024). 

18. Another prominent feudatory of the king was tlu” chief of MilSdu In the present 
South Arcot District. No. 63 from Tiruvamattur dated in liie Idng’s 3rd year rect>rds 
a gift of lamp to the tomple by the chief Raman Skldlmvadavap VikramaSola 
Miladudai 3 ''an of Bhargava-gotra. His wife Puli^ay^wn Sami Abhai also known as 
MLhula'Madeviyfir the donor of a lamp to the temple at Kilur (No, 104) is called the 
daugiiter of the Pa^dya king. An imeription from TiniviMiur of the 3rcl year td the 
king (No. 30) register an emlowment of laiui to provide for 108 pots of water being 
auppUed on everj' Sankrdnti day’ for the sacred batli of the deity, made by Siddhava- 
davan Suttiyar a queen of Uttaina-C?h 6 |a and the daughter of a TH!i|adu chief whose 
name is not however given. She must have been cither a sister or a daughter of tliia 
Vifcrama^ola -Mi 1 Sdudaiy ar. 

Still another feudatory chief of B 8 jar 6 ja was Madhurant akan Aehehaptdaran son of 
Vlrasola-IlangSvelar of KoduiilbA)ilr, who made a gift of 30 kalaUju of gold for Llie 
daily feeding of a Bralmiiu in a ntaf Jia at Govindapodl in Valla-nSdu, a subdivision 
of Dainar-kdttaiii. No. 33 from Tirumalpurani in the North Arcot. District w Iiioh. 
records this gift is dated in the 3rd year of RAjakesarivamjan who is distinctly called 
RajarAia in tho Saiiakrit verse at tho 1 >eginiimg of the Inscription. This is an important 
fcatun^ of the record as showing that the name Hajamja had been home by the king 
from the very beginning of his reign, and not conferred on him in hia I 9 tb year by 
the temple authorities at Chidambaram as su^csted in SJJ., Vol. n (Int. p, 5^ 
This fact is confirmed by another epigraph as will bo reen presently. 
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10. No. 140 from Little Kfiflobipumtiv dated in the 6th yearof BS^jakei^rivariiiaa 
deserves notice aa firing an important land'ttnftrk in the early militaty campaigiut of 
Rdjarlija. It registers an. order of the king to his luinister Kdn YldividangnTi afio^ 
Villnvan-MuvcndHvSjSn of Uttanifigu^i in Arvalak-kurram* aauEMHivjaionof 
to donate all the 000 ahrep which had been captured by Kuruk&di-kil&ii Paraman 
Itfalop^ (dim Mununudiehchdlan ^dUkbn after his attack cm and conquest of 
uMu and Pfikkiu-nAdu, for burning ten lamps In his name as BSjarftja in the temple of 
Aiiijandi Durgadlbat^arakl at Kachehippedu. Prom two inscriptions of the time of 
Parintaka 1 from Tiruvomyfir (Nos, 160 and 236 of 1912) it is known that a general of 
that king€onquerc»d Sitpuli and destrtjycd NeUttr^and on return there made a grant 
to that temple. It was surmised in the if./i’.if. 1013» II, 18, that Sitpuli refcmid to the 
EJastem ChaUikjTi king(Bhrma H) or one of his subordinates. The present inscription 
Would indicate that the reference ia rather to a locality or region and not to any 
iiidiviJuaL P^kni-nadu is evidently the Paka-nfldu (NcJlore District), mentioned in 
inan^Tiptioiis. These regions must have been lost to the Chfilas in the dislurbed 
period following the Raahtrakuta invasion and eonqueat of the Chola tcrriloiy in the 
last days of ParAntakai, Now, when EAjaraja was preparing himself for a programme 
(jf conquests, the attack by his military chief of these divisions should have formed a 
preliniinai^'' to the scheme of campaign against the Vengf oountrii' after the cntcrpriBC 
at Kandsjur, The date of the inscription shows that he directed his attention to the 
north as early as the 6t]i year of his reign. 

No. 131 from Porangiyur in the South Afcot District w'hich may be referred to 
tlie reign of BaJurAja I deserves mention. It registem an endowment of two pieces of 
land made by the assembly of Paring Or in Tirumunaippadi^ one for the msintcnanceof a 
lamp ill the local temple and the other frir feeding a U^pasviu dally theroin, for the merit 
of one Gapavadi Nambi Aruran who was doing the ^riktlryam (sacred service) to the 
Mulasthaiuittu*Perumftnadigslof tbdr village, aaamenumalto the saeribee lie made of 
himself {dtnrntydgam) in the sacred service of the gotl. Wo iiave to understand by * 

this expression a life of dedication to god. It may incidt ntallj- be mentioned here that 
Saint. Bimdaramilrti was also known as Nambi Aruraii. 

20. TLiert! are very few inscriptions of RAjak^rivarman w hich may be assigned 
to kings sulisi^quent to BAjnrAja. No. 167 froinTirapporOr in the Clungleput District 
and No. 211 from Nerfu* in Tiruchirap|m!li arc both of the reign of Kulottuiiga I. 

No. 216 from TiFappAlaivaiiam (Chlngleput) is to be ascribed to KuldUuuga IT. In 
tliis last inaeription the king is called Rajakesarivannan ‘ who was pleased to cover 
with gold the temple of Tinipperambalam ((.■liidambaram)'. This act of devotion 
is deliiiitoly (.Tlaimod for Kulottunga D in A.R. Na*!, 350 <if 1027 and 340 of 1929. 

It finds mention in KuldtiungadSlan-vld a poem by Ottakkuitan in praise of this 
king, and in Btkkiiar'a Periyapvrdi^m where it is stated that kuig Anap&yft (Kul9t< 
tnngEi U) gilded the Chidambaram temple.
